It would annul the North At 
lantic Alliance. 


Soviet Foreign Minister V. M 


Molotov laid the plan for "Euro 
pean security" before the Big Four 
conference. It was his most de 
tailed effort to torpedo the Euro 
pean Defense Community. 


The proposed 50-year Genera 


Security Treaty would bind all the 
nations of Europe to "peace." Eas1 
and West Germany were specif! 
cally listed as eligible as individua 
powers until the nation eventually 
is unified. 


Molotov spelled out a treaty tha 


would be open to all states o 
Europe regardless of "their socia 
systems." He stated the non-ag 
gression terms would be carried 
out according to these principles o 
the United Nations charter: 


Any attack against one nation in 


Europ*e would be regarded as an 
attack against th<? entire treat; 
blec. All parties would be bound t< 
come to the rescue of the nation 
attacked, including the use o 
armed forces. 


The 
significant 
anti-European 


army clause in the Russian plan 
read: 


"The parties undertake not to 


enter any coalition or alliance or 
conclude any agreement, the pur- 
pose,^ which would contradict the 
purposes of the treaty on collective 
security in Europe." 


Moscow has consistently con- 


tended that the West, in rearming 
West Germans through the Euro- 
pean Defense Community, is aim- 
ng a warlike dagger at the Soviet 
Union.

Sterling Defeats 
Hospital Bonds 


Result of Vote 'Shock' 
To Backers of Proposal 


STERLING—(Special)—Sterling residents and city officials today 


faced the problem of how to finish construction of Community General 
hospital. 


City voters Tuesday turned down 


by 350 votes a proposed $950,000 
bond issue to complete the build- 
.ng and equip it. The count was 
1,713 against and 1,3*63 for the issue. 


The result of the balloting came 


as a shock to many observers who 
had considered approval almost as- 
sured. There was no organized op- 
position to the plan. 


Apparently interest in the voting 


reached a peak, since the total 
vote of more than 3,000 was about 
double the vote antlcpated.. 
'Two possible steps7 have been 
mentioned for completing the hos- 
pital — resubmitting the bond issue 
o the voters or trying to establish 
a hospital • authority which would 
cover much of the area served by 
the hospital, rather than just the 
:ity of Sterling. Officials said the 
egal aspects of each step have 
not been fully explored. 


Construction of the hospital to 
late has been financed by $900,000 
ollected by solicitation in the hos- 
pital service area in December, 
950. The building is more than 


half completed. It is to have a ca- 
pacity of 150 beds and 25 bassinets. 


The hospital board has said work 


under contract will cost $401,833, 
and $760,897 is needed to finish the 
job and buy equipment. The board 
reported it has $102,487 cash on 
hand.

He announced to a news con- 


ference that the administration 
wants federal aid to the states for 
road building increased from 575 
million dollars to 800 million. 


Sine* this m o n e y must be 


matched by local and state con- 
tributions, it would be a sizeable 
boost to construction.

• Introduces Bill 


A bill along this line was In- 


troduced in congress Tuesday by 
Rep. .McGregor (R-Ohio), chair- 
man of the house roads committee. 
His measure would also authorize 
64% million a year for solely fed- 
eral road construction. 


The increased highway spending, 


Eisenhower said, will be possible 
if congress approves his recom- 
mendation that a scheduled one- 
half cent a gallon cut in the federal 
gasoline tax is postponed. 


The present 2 cent 'tax

scheduled to be reduced to 1ft 
cents April 1. 


At another point* Eisenhower 


said he doubts that the country 
could be scared into a major de- 
pression but expressed the view 
that the people could be misled to 
such an extent that some sort of 
recession would occur.

In other remarks, the President: 
1. Declared that every move this 


government makes with respect to 
aid to Indochina is carefully cal- 
culated to keep the United States 
from becoming involved in a hot 
war there. Involvement anywhere 
in an all-out war would be the

America, Eisenhower added. 


2. Asserted that the times are 


too serious for extreme political 
partisanship. 
He said he" would 


counsel members of his adminis- 
tration to avoid it and would ex» 
pect the Republican National Com- 
mittee to show similar tolerance. 
These remarks were in response to 
questions about protests by Demo- 
crats that some Republicans have 
been making "dastardly" attacks 
on their party, seeking to link it 
to Communism.

Gets Bill 


Providing Funds 
For Farm Props 


WASHINGTON (*—Congress has 


sent to President Eisenhower a bill 
carrying 681 million dollars to keep 
the government's farm price sup- 
port program going but it is on 
notice a lot more money will be 
needed soon. 


The house approved the measure 


quickly on voice vote Tuesday. 
The senate, after three hours of 
debate, passed it 49-10. 


However, Chairman Aiken (R- 


Vt) of the senate agriculture com- 
mittee advised his colleagues the 
681 millions probably would run 
the Commodity Credit Corp. only 
about four weeks. 


Aiken said in an interview he 


would press for action scon on a 
bill to give CCC l?i billion dollars 
more by boosting its borrowing 
authority from the present 6*i bil- 
lion to 8\i billion. 


The Vermont senator also cau- 


tioned that CCC, which finances 
the farm price props, probably will 
have to ask for even more money 
by next summer.

NEW YORK—In a rueful way, I am glad that Earl Warren, the 


chief justice, wrote a cordial letter to Jimmy Petrillo, of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians, acknowledging a debt of personal grati- 
tude to this racket. I will now cite information from the constitution 
and by-laws and invite you to draw conclusions. By this process, we 
may derive some profit out of a sordid incident. 


Article 1 of the by-laws says Petrillo "shall" 


call strikes. The members must join the union and 
stay in good standing or starve. But the power to 
call them out on strikes is vested in one man who 
is- by another provision of the same article, the 
absolute dictator. 


The musicians of the recording industry were 


out of work for one entire year. 52 weeks, in 1948, 
by fiat of Jimmy Petrillo. When he finally settled 
for a royalty on each record sold, the money did 
not go to the musicians who had been idle for a wntnmok r*«iei 
year but Into a slush fund. 


The union has a vast fund for strike "benefits" but it rarely pays 


unemployment relief. Like most other unions, it throws its unem- 
ployed onto the public relief rolls at the expense of the whole public 
including the employers who are suffenng economic ruination by 
Petrillo's dictatorial decree. 


Petarillo cannot be fined, sus- 


pended, expelled or fired. He is 
dictator for life. His perpetual ten- 
ure is guaranteed by a clause 
which says that he "shall" appoint 
all the committees at the national 
conventions, which "elect" him 
and the subordinate officers of his 
court. 


The credentials committee de- 


termines which delegates are en- 
titled to sit and vote. It never 
seats any delegate who is not a 
reliable Petrillo man. The powers 
of the other committees will be 
apparent to any person who has 
had any experience in political 
conventions. Not even the Demo- 
cratic party under FDR was more 
thoroughly 
controlled 
than 
the 


AFM under Petrillo. 


Another by-law provides that 


Jimmy shall be allowed to buy a 
new automobile whenever he wants 
one with no limit on the price and 
that he shall have a chauffeur paid 
by the union.

Some years ago he represented 


that he had been kidnapped and 
the Chicago union, which is his 
home local, paid $50,000 "ransom" 
to someone. No kidnapping ever 
was established and it never was 
shown that the ransom was de- 
livered to any kidnappers. 


A few years later, the officials 


of the Chicago local, in executive 
session, voted $50,000 to build a. 
house for Petrillo. This was done, 
but a few years later the Internal 
Revenue suspected collusion and 
classed the $50,000 as income. 
Petrillo said he was clipped for 
J26.000 delinquency and penalties. 
Later he became tongue-tied on 
the subject and I was given to sus- 
pect that he got it fixed up. 


The judicial power, when Petnl- 


lo doesn't rule arbitrarily, is vest- 
ed in the executive board which 
"may decide all appeals, com- 
plaints, charges and other matters 
without formal meeting of the 
board." Defendants and their wit- 
nesses specifically are denied a 
right to appear before the trial 
tribunal and the board "may pre- 
scribe and change the method and 
procedure for any trial or hear- 
ing." If the penalty is a fine of 
$500 or more, or expulsion from 
the union, the condemned may ap- 
peal to the next convention. But, 
as we have seen, Petrillo names 
the committees which decide all 
matters at conventions so that 
right of appeal is just an illusion. 


Moreover, although the original 


trials are as informal as a curb- 
stone chat, even without the de- 
fendant's knowledge or participa- 
tion, all "appeals" to the conven- 
tion shall be based "upon the evi- 
dence submitted to the executive 
board, in writing." No appeal will 
be considered unless the fine has 
been paid or a bond has been post- 
ed. To the average union musician 
this is a financial disqualification 
from the right of appeal. 


To keep his henchmen loyal, 


Jimmy has the power to appoint 
them "organizers" at salaries fix- 
ed by the board which, of course, 
is his stooge inasmuch as he has 
absolute power to fire all board 
members and even aboliah the 
board. 


I have referred to the "abso- 


lute" power conferred on Jimmy 
to create new "crimes" by decree 
if some conduct of a subject mem- 
ber which annoys him ia not al- 
ready forbidden by union law. 
Further on that point, another 
clause says "if a fine is not pro- 
vided for violation of any provi- 
sion, the executive board may im- 
pose a fine of not less than $10 or 
more than $5.000 or expel the 
member from the union." 


Any member who sues an em- 


ployer in the public courta for 
wages due without first permitting 
the union to take a fling at the 
case, ia automatically expelled. 
The same goes for any member 
who brings suit against a local, 
however corrupt the local and its 
officials may be. And expulsion is 
the penalty for resort to the "courts 
by one member against another in 
connection with a "musical en- 
gagement." 


It ia laboring the enormity of 


this racket to point out that it de- 
bare American dtitena from the 
public courta-and subjects them to 
kangaroo couru in matters of eco- 
nomic life or death and freedom to 
work. 


Then are some guaranteed facts 


about the racket to which the chief 
justice of the supreme court ex- 
pressed his good will and personal 
gratitude toon after he waa ap-

Near and Far-Sightedness 
Are Common Eye Problems 


By EDWIN f. JOKDON. M O 


Million* of people us* glasses 


for close work or all the time, and 
although there are many reasons, 
among the more common are that 
the eyes are "near-sighted" or 
far-sighted." For this reason I 


receive a good many requests to 
discuss these two condition. 


When a person is near-sighted 


it is spoken of medically as my- 
opia. There is a strong hereditary 
tendency to myopia. It may begin 
at an early age, but its further de- 
velopment can stop at almost any 
time. The eyeball is almost always 
lengthened in myopia, that is, the 
distance between the front of the 
eye and the back becomes greater. 


door exercise also have a tenden- 
cy to nearsightedness. 


In many cases moderate myopia 


develops fairly early in youth, but 
ceases to become worse at or 
about the time of full maturity. 
In those where near-sightedness 
continues to become worse, it U 
called progressive myopia. 


Most of those who are near-sight- 


ed do not have any particular 
symptoms except that when they 
look off in the distance the objects 
appear blurred. They can continue 
to do close work like reading or 
sewing with perfect comfort. They 
need concave glasses to see dis- 
tant objects well.

counties, including Lee. 


With clocks synchronized. Com- 


monwealth Edison 
Co. filed a 


transfer of its gas properties to the 
newly created Northern Illinois 
Gas Co. 


The procedure was conducted 


from Chicago headquarters which 
held telephone contact with the 
various circuit clerk offices for 
more than 15-. minutes. 


Representatives of the company 


reported Tuesday morning to the 
17 county offices to conduct the 
transfer filing. Two men were on 
hand in the office of John O. 
Shaulis, Lee county circuit court 
clerk. 


The transaction had to be done 


simultaneously in accord with the 
ransfer agreement between Com- 
monwealth Edison and the gas 
company. Four legal documents 
were involved. 


At 9:58 a.m., the Chicago office 


ordered its representatives to file 
the first document. The second 
was filed at 9:59 a.m., the third at 
10 a.m., and the fourth at 10:37 
a.m. 


In each of the 17 county offices, 


Jie documents were recorded at a 
total cost of approximaely $5,100. 


To record the four documents in 


Lee county, the company 
was 


charged $311.10 based on the num- 
ber of words included in the legal 
papers. 


The procedure actually amount- 


ed to a separation of the electric 
and gas properties of Common- 
wealth Edison, with the gas prop- 


erties going to the new company. 


Gas properties listed in the 


transfer amounted to the collateral 
supporting a $60,000,000 bond issue 
of Commonwealth Edison which 
the new gas company assumed in 
the transfer.

SEOUL—(J)—President Syngman Rhee said today he is determined 


to reopen the war against the Chinese Reds occupying North Korea, 
and he warned that if necessary he will go ahead without American 
support. 


"I am not bluffing," he said. 
The President of the Republic of 


Korea made the statement in an 
interview with this correspondent. 


Except in general terms, he did 


not specify when he will order his 
armies to attack, but he said: 
"Time is rapidly running out. We 
shall have to act soon or perish." 


Criticizes U. S. 


He criticized American policy as 


"mistaken" in discussing peace 
with the Chinese and said: "Unifi- 
cation through a political confer- 
ence is riciulous." 


The President gave these rea- 


sons for the position he is taking: 


1. He is convinced the Chinese 


themselves will reopen the war 
whenever they are ready. 


'They have not given up their 


ambition for the whole of Korea. 
They will attack again." 


2. He believes that the present 


armistice, like the talks in 1951, is 
merely to gam time for the mili- 
tary buildup. 


3.. The buildup is in progress, he 


said. "This Communist army has 
new weapons from the Soviets in- 
cluding a strong air arm and 
many giant tanks." 


"Cannot Live" 


4. Even assuming the Chinese 


do not attack in the near future, 
he said a vivisected Korea cannot 
live. He was speaking from a point 
of view of foods, industry and gen- 
eral economics. 


Therefore, he said, "we must 


strike first. 
It is no war of ag- 


gression to liberate part of our 
own soil." 


Does he have any fear that a 


South Korean attack on the Chinese 
might touch off the third world 
war? 


He smiled grimly and asked: 
"If Soviet Russia was not ready 


to start the third world war when 
we went to the Yalu River in 1950, 
why should it start now?" 


The President 
conceded that 


from a standpoint of supplies and 
materials the South Korean arm- 
ies would have "a hard time." He 
said he hoped that the very least 
he could expect was support in the 
form of ammunition, gasoline and 
the like.

WASHINGTON «» — House tax 


writers said today they will reject 
only one major point in President 
Eisenhower's 25-point program for 
streamlining tax laws and giving 
individuals and business more than 
two billion dollars in annual reduc- 
tions. 


Action by the House Ways and 


Means Committee Tuesday, ap- 
proving a new tax cut for farmers, 
brought to 19 the number of White 
House proposals already approved 
in less than a month's work on the 
big overhaul job. 


But both Republicans and Demo- 


crats on the committee agreed 
there isn't a chance that the com- 
mittee will accept one remaining 
point. 


Four Payments 


This request—complex but signi- 


ficant—called for shifting corpora- 
tion income taxes so that corpora- 
tions would make four equal quar- 
terly payments. Two of the pay- 
ments in effect would be an ad- 
vance on the next year's bills. 


Under present law, most corpo- 


rations will pay off of their 1953 
tax bill in two equqal payments 
ths year, due on March 15 and 
June 15. 


The result is that funds pour into 


the Treasury the first half of the 
calendar year, but returns are 
skimpy the last half. This is one 
of the big factors that led the 
administration to seek an increase 
in the national debt limit.

But ex- 
penses not deductible in one year, 
because of that limit, could be car- 
ried over and deducted in later 
years. 


Now Added 


Under present law, most soil 


conservation expenses are counted 
as permanent improvements and 
are added to the cost of the farm. 
If the farm is sold, the higher cost 
figure can be used in computing 
whether the farmer made a profit 
on the sale. Any profit would be 
taxed at the capital gains rate of 


25 per cent, instead of under indi- 
vidual income taxes. 


The change does not affect gov- 


ernment payments to farmers for 
soil conservation practices. These 
payments are counted as income 
to the farmer. 


The over-all tax bill is scheduled 


for the House floor early in March.

Is Land of Many Contrasts 


OREGON—Africa—not cannibals 


with the white man in the caul- 
dron, but a country with smart 
shops, symphony concerts, night 
clubs, modern apartments—was 
the picture as portrayed by Mar- 
garet Bates, Rockford college his- 
tory instructor, at the meeting of 
the Oregon Woman's club Monday 
night. 


Of course, just a few hours from 


the city of Nairobi is the frontier, 
not jungle, but a frontier. Miss 
Bates spoke often of the contrast 
in Africa. She told of the animal 
reservations where all wildlife is 
protected, told of the bored expres- 
sion on the lion, the beauty and 
graceful movements of the giratfe. 


• The soil in Africa (Miss Bates 
was speaking of British East Afri- 
ca) is red. 


There are rainy seasons there, 


but sometimes the rains do not 
come. The average rainfall is 
eight inches, but one year there 
might be 40 inches of rain and the 
next five years none. There is a 
lack of trees because of the dry- 
ness. The general picture is brown 
—only in the rainy season is the 
grass green. 


It is basically a country of peo- 


ple of the land. Some of the people 
are quite well educated in the 
ways of farming and others are 
helpless, cannot even raise food 
for 
themselves—again the con- 


trast.

•SALT LAKE CITY W>-An atom- 


ic locomotive that would run for 
a year on only 13 pounds of urani- 
um will be described today to 
railroad and manufacturing repre- 
sentatives by a University of Utah 
nuclear scientist. 


The scientist, Dr. Lyle B! Borst, 


Tuesday made public plans for 
what could be the world's first 
atomic-driven locomotive. He said 
the plans were developed during 
his advance physics course at the 
university.
